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PETITION REQUESTING FINAL, REJECTION BE MADE NONF1NAL 

Dear Sin 

The Commissioner is respectfully requested to make the Examiner's rejection of January 26, 
2006 Non-final. This petition is submitted within 2 months of the date of mailing (1/26/06) of 
the Final Rejection. 

Background: 

The Examiner's second action of 1/26/06 finally rejected all claims. In the previous 
response of November 14, 2005, the Applicant amended only one claim, Claim 1 1 . Independent 
Claims 1 and 1 2 (as well as their dependent claims) were not amended. 

Additionally, the response of November 14, 2005 pointed out that the Examiner had 
provided no basis for the rejection of Claims 20-22, and the Applicant requested the Examiner 
point out what in the art of record was relied on by the Examiner to reject the claims so that the 
Applicant would have a full and fair opportunity to respond. 
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The Applicant's response also noted that the Examiner had not indicated what in Kovac 
taught or suggested using multiple detectors (Claim 24), comparing the outputs of multiple 
detectors as recited in Claim 25, comparing temporal variation as recited in Claim 26, or 
employing multiple radiation sources as recited in Claim 27. 

It is respectfully urged that the Applicant cannot possibly effectively respond to the 
Examiner's rejection where the Examiner has not set forth the basis for the rejection. Further, it 
is respectfully urged that the Examiner's final rejection of 1/26/06 is essentially a final rejection 
on new grounds not previously raised by the examiner. 

Relief Requested 

The Commissioner respectfully requests that the a new, non-final rejection be issued that 
sets forth the basis for the rejection of each claim.
